Four 6" squares make a model 9" high 







1 . Valley the first square in half. 



2. Valley the side edges to the 
bottom. 



3. Pull the inner flap through to 
the other side. 



4. Mountain fold the hiddenflap 
in half. 



7. Turn over. 



5. Pul the flap back to the other 
side. 



8. Completed piece. 



6. Repeat setps 3-5 in mirror 
image. 



9. Precrease the second square 
in half. 



1 0. Valley the corners to the 
center. 


1 1 . Valley the right edge to the 
center.
